And he just wanted to debrief us on the information that we 
may have learned from the Soviets due to our initial contact.

JAMES: Quite possibly. Somebody turned in the 
report that we did have the contacts with the Soviets. That's ©. # 
correct. So then after 1965 we made it a ritual to return ve 
to the European continent once a year and combine our love ; 
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
